AST season, Wycombe Wander- 
ers saw an increase of 190 extra 
supporters on average at all 23 
Division II matches. 

Our 1996/97 league average gate of 
5,223 under Alan Smith and John Gre- 
gory grew to 5,413 in 1997/98 under 
John Gregory and Neil Smillie. 

In-fact, during the eight seasons since 
moving to Adams Park (the last average 
league attendance in 1989/90 at Loakes 
Park was 1,890) our average league 
attendance has been 4,692. 

Since joining the Nationwide Football 
League five seasons ago, Wycombe 
Wanderers’ average Football League 
attendance has been 5,307. 

This means that more than 610,000 sup- 
porters have attended league matches at 
Adams Park during the last five seasons, 
four of which have been in Division 
Two. 

With Reading, Stoke City and Man- 
chester City joining us next season from 


the First Division, we can look forward: 


to some bumper gates. 

It would be nice next season to break 
the record league gate at Adams Park of 
8,438 (Watford 1997), as well as the 
highest ever attendance at Adams Park 
of 9,007 (West Ham FA Cup). 

It will not be easy next season, with the 
seven newcomers to the Division all 
wishing to do well, Macclesfield have 
matched our achievement of gaining 
promotion from Division Three at the 
first attempt. 

They, like Notts County (Division 
Three champions), Lincoln and play-off 
winners Colchester will not give us easy 
matches. 

Since the Blues entered Division Two 
four seasons ago, only six clubs, includ- 
ing Wycombe Wanderers, have not been 
relegated or promoted, which means we 
will have played the following five clubs 
home and away during each of our five 
seasons in Division Two: Bournemouth; 
Blackpool; Bristol. Rovers; Wrexham 
and York City.

season tickets went on sale last Monday. 

The board of directors has set children's

It includes entry 
to all pre-season friendlies, Coca-Cola 
Cup, FA Cup and Auto Windscreens 
Shield matches. 

Corporately speaking, Manchester City 
is a real blessing for Wycombe Wander- 
ers. Also, Fulham and Bristol Rovers 
losing in the play-offs will really help 
executive box and matchday guest hospi- 
tality sales. 

Other popular matches are against 
Reading, Stoke City, Luton Town, 
Burnley, Blackpool, Preston North End 
and Oldham Athletic. 

We are looking forward to our fifth suc- 
cessive season in Division Two under 
new manager Neil Smillie. 

Neil and the players would welcome 
your highly valued support for the 
1998/99 season. Remember we start next 
season with an unbeaten run of six 
matches, having lost only two matches 
out of 12 since Neil Smillic’s appoint- 
ment as manager. 

We look forward to welcoming you to 
Adams Park in July for our pre-season 
friendlies and don't forget, Division Two 
gets underway on Saturday, August 8.
